As a “yardstick” for measuring values 
over a period of time, our dollar is not an 
honest dollar.

MORE ABOUT MEAT 


In yesterday's article I told you about why we 
need protein such as meat in the diet; in today 


article I am going to tell you something about 
how we should use it and how much

are really satisfied only when 
they get meat. If they try to 
avoid meat entirely they often 
suffer a vague hungry feeling 
which tey try to overcome by 
using candy and sweet mixtures 
I have been referred to as “the 
diet specialist who lets you cat 
meat.” The only reason that I 
prescribe meat is that I have 
found through practical experi- 
ence that most patients do bet- 
ter if a certain amount of meat
